He has been subject, for the last few years, to the usual 
concentrated vituperation and abuse which so-called Communist renegades 
are generally subjected to, and has never wavered in his willingness to 
work and testify publicly in an effort to aid the government's 
anti-Communist operations. 

He has, of course, exceptional knowledge of Communist methods 
and tactics, and might, I think, be* extremely valuable in some R and A 
capacity. He is extremely anxious to make a contribution of some kind 
to what he believes must be a major national effort, and I promised to 
write "someone in Washington" on his behalf.
